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LETTER FROM THE EDITOR 


RECENT INQUIRY led to University records showing that an appoint- 
ment to a Government job by President John Adams brought together in 
Washington three students whose personal lives must have touched the develop- 
ment of literature in the United States. 

The inquiry was from Mr. Jay Leyda of Amherst College, now engaged in 
research at the Folger Shakespeare Library on the Dickinson papers. 

The appointee was the father of 13 children, the Hon. William Cranch 
of Boston, who was named Chief Justice of the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the District of Columbia. 

In a University safe, a huge volume of hand written minutes shows that 
on February 5, 1826, the Board of Trustees of Columbian College (now The 
George Washington University) turned to Federal officialdom to elect Judge 
Cranch the first Professor of Law of the College. He and William Thomas 
Carroll, who was elected "the Second Professor" were "requested to prepare 4 
System for the operation of that Department (Law), and report the same t0 
this Board." Although the University Law School, now the oldest in the District 
of Columbia, was not organized until mid-century, Judge Cranch and Mr. Carroll 
continued in their capacity for a year or two. 


On September 10, 1828, the Judge's youngest son, Christopher, was en- 
rolled. He received the Bachelor of Arts in 1831. 

Christopher Cranch has been described as a painter, critic, poet, and Uni- 
tarian minister. He received the Doctor of Divinity at Harvard University and 
preached in numerous cities. He gained some note by illustrating with comic 
drawings a volume of Emerson's Essays, and Emerson published several of 
Cranch's poems in the Dial. Christopher Cranch's monumental achievement was 
a translation of Virgil's Aeneid, but he also was known for writing Jenny Lind's 
"Farewell to America." He spent much of his later life in Rome, Florence, Paris | 
and New York, as a landscape painter. Perhaps it is pertinent to note also that 
he had dark, curly hair, delicately beautiful features, and a fine baritone voices | 
and that he played several instruments. 

Christopher Cranch had a sister, Abbie Adams, who was married in 1837 
to William Greenleaf Eliot, grandfather of the contemporary poet, T. S. Eliot | 

William Greenleaf Eliot received the Bachelor of Arts from Columbian | 
College in 1829. As founder and Chancellor of Washington University in St 
Louis, he became known as a great educational leader. He was an early president 
of the public school board of St. Louis. Like Christopher Cranch, he proceed 
from Columbian College to Harvard divinity school and served as a Unitaria® | 
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minister. He established the first Unitarian Society west of the Mississippi River. 
His brother, Thomas Dawes Eliot, figured more prominently in University 
records as a student leader. He received the Bachelor of Arts in 1825 and the 


. Master of Arts in 1829. 


Thomas Dawes Eliot was a member of the Enosinian Society, college 
forensic group, and spoke at the University's firss Commencement. This occasion 
"in Dr. Laurie's church" was attended by President Monroe, General Lafayette, 
the Vice President, a number of Cabinet officers and Members of Congress, and 
"a collection of female worth, of youth and beauty, which would reflect honor 
on any assembly." 

Before this audience, young Thomas Dawes Eliot presented what a news- 
Paper reporter called "a chaste composition." It was the salutatory address in 
Latin and an English oration on "the causes of the paucity of splendid produc- 
tions of American genius in poetry, sculpture, and painting." 

Eliot was listed as a member of the Enosinian committee which planned a 
program of Fourth of July orations. He was doubtless present when the group 
Waited on General Lafayette, December 13, 1824, and were permitted to enroll 
both the General and his son as honorary Enosinians. 

Thomas Dawes Eliot is said to have read law with his uncle, William 
Cranch, in Washington, and to have continued law studies in New Bedford. 
He later became a Member of Congress and was a close friend of Edward Dick- 
inson. "Тһе two shared lodgings in May, 1854, when one of the founding meet- 
ings of the Republican Party was held in their rooms. Although Eliot became 
active in the new party and Dickinson held to the Whigs, the friendship con- 
tinued, Thomas Dawes Eliot was from time to time mentioned in the corre- 
sbondence between Edward and his daughter, Emily. This was the same Emily 
Whose poetry later became the major claim to posterity of the then prominent 
Dickinson men. 

There is no question that Judge Cranch's Federal appointment brought his 
children to Washington where Christopher shared with Thomas and William 
Eliot a curriculum requiring study of Homer's Шад, calculus, astronomy, Stew- 
art's Philosophy of Mind, Paley's Evidences, Butler's Analogy, and Vattel's Law 
of Nations. Students then were required to attend divine services. Merit books 
Were kept by the faculty as regards their conduct. The Board of Trustees stated 
that ten dollars a year would “be quite enough as ought, in any case, to be 
allowed for pocket money." Those attending the College came from 21 of the 24 
States and the District of Columbia, and 2 of the 7 professors had "visited 


Europe."

be George Wasbington Law Re- 
view, a legal journal published by 
students of the University’s Law 
School, completes this year 25 success- 
ful years of publication. 

Issued 6 times yearly, the Law Re- 
view was established at the University 
in 1932 as the first university publica- 
tion devoted exclusively to public or 
governmental law. This was a natural 
choice of subject matter, since the Uni- 
versity is located in Washington, near 
the Congress, the executive depart- 
ment, important law courts, and many 
administrative agencies.

itor-in-Chief of the Law Review last 
year, stated, "The limited specializa- 
tion of The George Washington Law 
Review has seemed admirably suited 
to secure most of the benefits of spe- 
cialization, while yet giving student 
staff members a wide area in which to 
wotk, so as to follow their natural in- 
terests or to use the invaluable experi- 
ence gained from past or concurrent 
employment in government or private 
enterprise." 

Service to the legal profession 
through publication of significant legal 
research work is one of the basic ob- 
jectives of the Law Review. Howevet, 
the Law School faculty regards the ob- 
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jective of Providing intensive research 
and writing experience to student staff 
members as the paramount purpose of 
the Review. 

Some of the most outstanding 
Braduates of the University served as 
editorial staff members of the Law Re- 
view. Charles S. Rhyne, a staff mem- 
ber in 1937, was recently elected Presi- 
dent of the American Bar Association. 
Mr. Rhyne considers his service on the 
Law Reriew "the most valuable expe- 
rience I had in Law School. It taught 
me how to find and use legal materials. 
Law students should not underestimate 
the value of law review experience. 
Anyone interviewing a young lawyer 
for a position generally asks first 
Whether the applicant was on the law 
Ieview of his school." 

In addition to Mr. Rhyne, other 
prominent Law Review staff alumni 


include J. W. Fulbright, U. S. Sen- 
ator from Arkansas; Frank H. Weit- 
zel, Assistant Comptroller General of 
the United States; O. S. Colclough, 
Dean of Faculties and Acting Dean of 
the Law School of the University and 
former Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy; Vice Admiral Alfred C. Rich- 
mond, Commandant of the United 
States Coast Guard; and Robert Е. 
Smylie, Governor of Idaho. 

The Law Review has frequently 
devoted issues to symposia on spe- 
cific areas of public law. To date, sym- 
posia have been published on Admin- 
istrative Law; Antitrust Law; Atomic 
Energy Law; Constitutional Law; Fed- 
eral Legislative Powers versus Trade 
Barriers; Government Contracts; Mus- 
lim Law; and the Proposed Adminis- 
trative Court. Three special anniversary 
issues have been published. In 1937

This study, which is near comple- 
tion at the University, has involved 
reading 22,000 of approximately 167,- 
000 pertinent Army records and 
screening nearly 75,000 more. 

During the course of this study, 
the project staff became the "best cus- 
tomer” Army files custodians at the 
Federal Records Center in Alexandria 
had ever had. 

Their mass reading and evaluation 
project was designed to determine the 
nature and magnitude of effects of en- 
vironment on military operations, us- 
ing as sources of information the mili- 
tary records of World War П.

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Martin A. Mason was asked to orig- 
inate the project as a pilot study in 
the summer of 1953. He asked Prof.

vironment may differ markedly in the 
same location but with different mili- 
tary operations. Some operations seem 
not to be affected by environment, 
whereas some are very susceptible to 
environment. An imposing variety of 
environmental elements such as sand, 
snow, orchards, potable water, land- 
slides, shadow, caves, urban patterns, 
clouds, and the soldier's time honored 
acquaintance, mud, were considered in 
the study. 

Evaluation of this complex infor- 
mation resulted in the use of a battery 
of procedures, including some unique 
ones. 

It was first necessary to sample var- 
ious categories of military documents 
to decide which would contain the 
most useful information for this sur- 
vey. Since the Army alone has retained 
millions of documents from World 
War II, this in itself was a consider- 
eble undertaking. 

When it was determined that the 
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Federal Records Center documents 
would be most useful, arrangements 
were made to ship truckloads of filing 
cases of records to University work- 
rooms. 

How to collect and store data from 
these records in a usable fashion was 
approached by the compiling of a 181 
page Coding Handbook. To do this 
each unit of information to be used 
in the survey was broken down into 
components. Each component was clas- 
sified. Then the entire system was 
translated into numerical codes. This 
permitted punch card and tape "stor- 
age" of information and eventual 
machine analysis. 

Sixteen different classes of infor- 
mation were designated as significant in 
terms of environment which had effect 
on military operations as shown by 
records of World War II in all its 
areas of operation. These included 
such classifications as Operations, 
Functional Descriptions of Materiel 
and Personnel, the Environmental Ele- 
ment, the Environmental Effect, and 
a Measure of the Magnitude of Effect. 

Some classifications were devel- 
oped for the first time. A functional de- 
scriptive classification of military op- 
erations was developed for the first 
time, so far as is known. 

Classes of information were trans- 
lated into numerical codes totaling 37 
digits, plus one letter code. Most of 
these codes were flexible and “open 
ended,” which means subtopics could 
be added where necessary. It was this 
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complicated coding structure that 
made it possible for readers for the 
project to put data in usable form. 


When more than 9000 "incidents" 
of environmental impact had been 
culled from military records of the 
Mediterranean and European theaters, 
іс was felt that these constituted 
enough data for analysis. The objective 
of the analytical procedure was to 
study the relationships among the 
various "elements" of the problem for 
the purpose of developing some log- 
ical structure. With such a structure, 
of course, applied predictive devices 
could be developed for Army use. 


Analysis was begun in June, 1956. 
This analysis, which because of the 
multiplicity of data made much use of 
the Logistics Computer (GWU-ONR 
Navy Logistics Research Project) and 
of the IBM laboratories of the Uni- 
versitys Human Resources Research 
Office, has led to the development of 
two "models" a mathematical model 
and a statistical model.

Fazl Fotouhi became Director of 
the American Cultural Center in the 
bomb-scarred city of Hiroshima, Japan, 
in 1952. As the first American repre- 
sentative of the United States Infor- 
mation Service in the city, he found 
considerable suspicion and frequently 
actual hatred of things American by 
the local population. His daughter, 
Farida, was called baka (stupid idiot) 
by Japanese schoolboys who threatened 
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to beat her with sticks. 

From the beginning, however, 
Mr. Fotouhi's actions began to arouse 
a feeling of admiration among the 
Hiroshima residents. One of the first 
accomplishments toward winning favor 
among the people resulted from his not 
being able to find a suitable house for 
his family. He purchased one and re- 
built ic himself. He enrolled his daugh- 
ter, who knew no Japanese, in a Japa- 
nese school. Little Farida, then only 
seven years old, proved to be as adept 
at international relations as her father. 
She learned the language and became 
skilled at sword fighting and at play- 
ing the koto (harp). By this year, she 
had won prizes for excellence in Japa- 
nese composition. 

Mrs. Fotouhi, the former Agnes 
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Ryman of Bridgeton, North Carolina, 
and also a George Washington gradu- 
ate, joined the family's efforts toward 
international good will by learning to 
play the £o£o, and by teaching a course 
in nutrition. She also gave English les- 
sons to the widely-publicized Hiro- 
shima maidens before they came to 
this country for plastic surgery. 

Under Mr. Fotouhi's direction, the 
American Cultural Center became a 
significant part of Hiroshima's life. He 
more than doubled the number of vol- 
umes in the library, arranged for more 
than 2,000 showings of documentary 
films, sponsored concerts, а Japanese- 
American folk dance program, and 
Seminars on American culture. He even 
played Santa Claus for the local or- 
phanages, and also found time to give 
English lessons, lecture at the Univer- 
sity, and arrange for a number of schol- 
arships for Hiroshima students to 
American colleges and universities.

Mr. Fotouhi, Iranian born and a 
descendant of the rulers of the Kajar 
dynasty of Persia, has been interested 
in international affairs most of his life. 
At George Washington, he was Vice 
President of the International Rela- 
tions Club. He was naturalized in 1943, 
and is an Army veteran of the New 
Guinea campaign of World War П. 
He joined the staff of the State De- 
partment in 1947. 

The Fotouhis returned to the 
United States in May of this year, but 
not without protest from the city of 
Hiroshima. А newspaper editor sug- 
gested that the Fotouhis be made hon- 
orary citizens of the city, and city offi- 
cials requested that they be allowed to 
stay longer, since, "He has done more 
than any other person could ever have 
done in the interest of the better and 
fuller understanding between our two 
great nations." 
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Officials of the University's School 
of Government recently held a lunch- 
eon meeting with Government Train- 
ing Officers who serve as advisers to 
their respective agencies’ Management 
Intern Scholars at the University.

George Washington's old army 
uniform has at last been regimented. 

The George Washington Univer- 
sity, whose interest in facts about 
George Washington is understandable, 
announced on Washington's birthday 
that it has had standard industrial color 
code numbers assigned to the "Buff and 
Blue" of the uniform that Washing- 
ton wore when he resigned his com- 
mand of the Continental Army in De- 
cember, 1783, in Annapolis, Md. 

The University needed a standard 
notation of the colors for their publi- 
cations, flags, and uniforms, which are 
also "Buff and Blue," the University 
colors since 1905. 

In 1932 the George Washington 
Bicentennial Commission agreed upon 
the colors of Washington's 1783 uni- 
form as those to be called "George 
Washington Blue" and "George Wash-

"Young men and women willing 
to serve their country abroad as 'grass- 
roots ambassadors' are urgently needed 
to support our country’s international

GW Leads Nation 
in Foreign Service 


The George Washington 
University has more graduates 
engaged in public affairs through 
international service than any 
other college or university in 
the country, according to the 
most recent Biograpbic Register 
published by the Department of 
State. 

Approximately 700 George 
Washington alumni are ranking 
personnel in the Department of 
State, the U. S. Foreign Service, 
the International Cooperation 
Administration, the U. S. In- 
formation Agency, and the For- 
eign Agricultural Service. 

The University has from its 
beginning emphasized in its 
curriculum the study of foreign 
affairs. At the end of the last 
century, The School of Compara- 
tive Jurisprudence and Diplo- 
macy was established to train 
students in "the history, service, 
and practice of international law 
and diplomacy." 

In 1927, the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Scottish Rite Masons of 
Southern Jurisdiction donated 
one million dollars to the Uni- 
versity for the establishment of 
a School of Government, to train 
students for both foreign and 
domestic Government service. 
Foreign affairs became a major 
field of study in this school. 
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Fifteen new members have been 
added to the University's faculty.
